London, Dec. 10—The Laborite 
Daily Herald today prints an ex-| 
clusive interview by its Geneva 
correspondent with Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, British foreign secre- | 
tary on the European disarmament | 
situation. Discussing the tri-partite 
naval disarmament conference of | 
last summer, Sir Austen said_ this | 
was an unfortunate example of the, 
danger of going into conference with 
other powers on a_ vital question 
without having at first ascertained 
what sort of argument might be} 
expected. The conference, he said, 
showed that while Great Britain and 
America could agree, Great Britain) 
and Japan could agree and Japan 
and America could agree, the three 
planks of this triangle could not be 
joined. 


Sir Austen, however, was en- 
couraged by the fact that failure had 
.not embittered the very friendly re- 
lations of the three governments. 

In confirming that Maxim Litvin- 
off, Soviet  vice-commissar for 
foreign affairs, sought the recent 
interview with him, Sir Austen said 
he was inclined to regard the con- 
versation as premature. Neither 
government, he asserted, had chang- | 
ed its position on the question in dis- | 
pute and therefore no progress wa: 
made. He did everything in his 
power, he said, to disabuse the Soviet 
representatives of their obsession} 
that Great Britain was planning to 
attack and isolate them. He said! 
Foreign Minister Briand of France! 
and Stresemann of Germany had en- 
deavored to convince Litinoff that 
Great Britain had not made any 
overtures to them in that direction.

In discussing Premier Mussolini | 
of Italy, Chamberlain said it was 
not his business to form any judg- 
ment of Mussolini’s internal policy, 
but he admired the force and direct- 
ness of the ‘man, who was a Fascist 
only because he was an Italian and 
who would have been a man of mark 
no matter where born. Sir Austen 
did not believe that relations .be- 
tween France and Italy were as 
grave as had been represented in 
some quarters recently. He quoted 
Mussolini as saying to him: “France 
and Italy quarrel like brothers, but

He thought the newspapers of 
both countries had been aggravating 
the difficulties. He did not believe

Chamberlain denied that his re- 
cent talk with Premier Primo de 
Rivera of Spain was resented in 
French official quarters. He said the 
French government knew his views 
too well to regard suspiciously his 
meetings with the statesmen of other 
countries or to suppose that these 
would be used to any other purpose 
than to maintain good se vonen 
and smooth difficulties. Ale hoped 
that his meeting with Primo de 


Rivera had contributed to this end.)
